Now 
they are trying to develop a type o, 
corn with a shuck extending well be- 
yond the tip end of the ear for grow- 
ing in the South,,where the corn-eai 
worm is an active ally of anothei 
pest—the corn weevil. The eorn-cai 
worm has a natural'habit of enter- 
ing the, ear at the tip and of tin 
shuck, eating his Jill as he-progress: 
es down along the "ear and finally 
cutting his way otit when he is fee 
up. These holes made -fey his exh 
have proved to be ideal places for th< 
weevil to enter and do further dam- 
age. The scientist's have found tha 
when the corn-ear worm ' enters :. 
long-tipped shuck, however, he h 
more- apt to bore out before he reach- 
es the kernels, consequently (loin; 
less damage to the. ear' and als< 
leaving fewer open doors for tl« 
weevil.

A number of years ago: tlie United 


States Departnient of 
Agriculturt 


showed thai the weevils were unamY 
to cut through corn husks, althoiigl. 
they could eat the hardest rice pop- 
corn without difficulty.' The problcti: 
accordingly was to produce 
husk- 


protected strains- that also wxwld bi 
good yielders. The problem was no( 
H simple one, 'but sojiie suitable and 
fairly desirable strains were found/ 
Then it was discovered'that the wee- 
vils were relying on the work of the 
corn-ear wornt to gain entrance. 


Now the problem is to develop' a 


strain of corn that has long-tipped 
busts. As yet the experimenters.are 
having some difficulty in developing 
a type with 
husks 
of 
sufficient 


length to fool the corn-ear worm and 
not too \ons to pre\ent the emer- 
gence ot the silk, so that the ear will 
till well. Some encouragement; for the 
ultimate solution 
of the 
problem, 


however, lies in the fact that there 
is considerable • variation . .among 
strains in the length of husk projec- 
tion that causes poorly .filled 'ears. 
These strains will furnish the corn 
breeder with raw material toV shape 
into the self-protecting, long-tipped 
variety that is wanted.
